The following short notices respecting 
some of the new establishments in Rus- 
sia, will not be uninteresting. 


The Institution at Croastadt was 
formed with a view to supplying the 
iiuuissian Marine with the Holy Scrip- 
tures, aod promises to be most bene- 
ficial. 

Sympherpole, or Ackmechet, (the 
seat of the Tauridian Society,) is the 

chief city in the Crimea, situajed in 
the midst of a moral wild, and of a 
population of 200,000 Mahomedans, 
und 100,000 Christians and Jews. ‘The 
Society ‘there was formed on the 12th 
of June, 1816; and seventy-six Ma- 
homedans, and five Jews, were among 
the two hundred who became imme- 
diate subscribers to it. It has since 
been joined by the Greek Metropoli- 
tan at Sevastopole, another city in the 


Crimea, with several other persons of 


distinction, who have engaged to be- 
come fellow labourers with the Com- 
tnittee at Sympherpole, and by every 
means in their power to further the 
benevolent object of that Society. 

Odessa, which has not been found- 
ed more than twenty years, is a flour- 
ishing commercial city in the north- 
west corner of the Black Sea; and, 
by means of the numerous trading 
vessels daily frequenting its port, pos- 
sesses great facilities for conveying 
the Holy Scriptures into every part of 
the Mediterranean, the Archipelago, 
and the coasts ef the Black Sea. 

The White Russian Auxiliary So- 
ciety (the denomination of that estab- 
lished at Moghiley) is peculiarly inte- 
resting. ‘The sphere of its operation, 


together with a population of nearly 
900,000, comprises a large division of 
the Russianarmy. The Cemmander 
in Chief, Prince Barclay de. Totty, 
with a numerous suite of brave gene- 
rals and officers, attemded its forma- 
tion, and most cordially co-operated 
with it. The Chief Priest of the ar- 
my, who is chosen one of the Direct» 
ors of the Society, has printed a pas- 
toral address to the officers and men, 
calling upon them to come forward, 
each according to his ability, and as- 
sist in the good work of the Bible So- 
ciety; and the Field-Marshal, in a 
conversation with Mr. Pinkerton, ob- 
served, to promote religion in the ar- 
my, I will give them the Bible. The 
subscriptions from the military have 
been considerable. 

The Polish Bible Society at. War- 
saw, also deserves particular mentiou. 


Its establishment, after various ims . 


pediments during two years, has now 
been accomplished; and for this aus- 
icious event Poland is materially in- 
debted tothe benevolence and prompt- 
iiude of his Majesty the Emperor ef 
Russia, who happily was at Warsaw 
when Mr. Pinkerton arrived there, 
aud graciously consented to be the Pat- 
ron of this new Institution. ‘The Presi- 
dent of it is Prince Adam Zartorisky. 
The scarcity of the Holy Scriptures 
in Poland is extreme; and your Com- 
mittee feel great pleasure in stating, 
that a resolution was adopted by the 
Polish Bible Society, for immediately 
printing an edition of 10,000 copies of 
the Polish New Testament without 
nete or commeut, and that they have 
assisted this desirable undertaking by 
a grant of £500. ‘The Russian Bible 
Society immediately presented 500 
Polish Testaments to this new Institu 
tion, to enable it to commence the 
work of distributing the Scriptures. 
Measures have been adopted for the 
formation of Bible Societies at Cra- 
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cow, Cherson, Grodno, Pernau, welt 
Felten in Givonia. 

The various branch Societies no- 
ticed in ler Reports, are, general- 
pt: te of progressive activity. 

e four Committees, at Moscow, Vo- 
ronez, Theodosia, and Kamentz, were 
visited: by Mr: Pinkerton, who was 
highly: gratified by their zeal and efii- 
ciency. 

‘Phe Report of the Rev. Mr. Pater- 
son, who with the Secretary of the 
Russian Bible Society made a tour in- 
to the East Sea Provinces, is equally 
favourable with respect to the Branch 
Societies at Dorpat, Mitiau, Riga, Re- 
vel, and Arensburg; and from the in- 
formation presented at the Anniver: 
sary of the Russian. Bible: Society, it 
appeared, that the divine blessing had 
accompanied, in an ‘eminent¢measure, 
its: efforts for the distribution. of the 
Holy. Scriptures. 

A letter from the Vice-President of 
the Riga Sec ety communicates the 
thanks of 300,000 inhabitants of Li- 
vonia, for the asststance afforded. by 
the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
towards completing the Lettonian New 
Testament. It also adds, that, dure 
ing the last three: years, mere: Bibles 
have been demanded and distributed, 
than, probably, in the-thirty years pre 
ceding. 

Applications have been received by 
the Moscow Gommitiee, for copies of 
the New. Testament, from Diocesans 
in the innermost recesses of Siberia.. 

At Voronez, it has been determined 
to institute Bible Associations in the 
thirteen district townsof the province; 
and numerous copies of the New Tess 
tament have been issued by the Com- 
inittees at Moscow and Voronez, as 
well as by others for the use of the 
schoo!s. 

Among the infermation collected 
by Mr. Pinkerton, in the course of ns 


jonrnen, that relating te the dispasi- 


tion of many of the Jews to receive 
Uie New Tes*ninent, is particularly 
intevesiing. ‘Phe late wars and coms 
mations ou the earth, with the present 
wonderful exertions to spread the Ho- 
ly Seriptares among all cations, seem 


to have made a Rees impression orr: 


the minds of many of that people. 
Your Committee, most anxious to 
gratify, e such disposition, have 
procure m the Society for Pro- 
notte Christianity among the Jews, 
copies. of ‘the Gospels and: Acts in 
Hebrew 3. and dispatched supplies to 
the Russian, Polish, and Frankfort 
Bible Societies. 

At a hutnbte-village inthe midst of 
the extensive desert of Little Tartary, 
Mr. Pinkertan had an opportunity of 
showing the first sheet. of the Turkish 
Bible, aud also a.part.of the Tartar 
New Testament, to several Effendis 
and Mollas, titles which designate 
them to be of the Mahomedan faith. 
One of the former solicited these 
sheets; and, having obtained them, 
read them aloud to a number of the 
priests and people who followed him, 
Many intreated to havea copy; and 
the scene was so striking, that the 
Count de Maison, Chief Governor of 
ail the Tartars in that q:arter, before 
whose house it had taken place, re- 
marked’ to Mr. Pinkerton, “ Indeed, 
Sir, these- people. are prepared for 
you.” -* 

The Persian New Testament has 
been eagerly sought for, beth by Per- 
sans and Tartars, and the Calmuc 
Version of the Gospel is in great de- 
mand. In the whole course of his 
Tour through Russia, Mr. Pinkerton 
seeins every where to have found dis- 
positions most favourable to the ob- 
ject of it; and; on his return to St. 
Petersburg, lie was'most cordially wel- 
comed’ by Prince Galitzin; who con- 
ceived that he could not gratify him 
more than*by the inforination, “ that 
His imperial Majesty was more than 
ever interested in the cause of the Bi- 
ble Society?” This iliustrious Mon- 
arch haSentered into the views of Uiat 
Institution with aeal’ most honours- 
ble to his patriotism; benevolence, and 
piety. ile has bestowed on ‘it sul- 
Stantial, and even muttificent proofs of 
is. regard ; and the Committeeof the 
Rassian Bible Society have their de- 
pository and priming ofice in a large 
and commodions house, theft of fis 
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Imperial Majesty. Whatever aid is 
wanting to render the blessings of the 
Bivle universal in his wide dominions, 
he has shown himfelf on all occasions 
ready to grant; and he has, in particu- 
lar, urged augmented expedition, in 
completing the translation aud print- 
ing of the whole Bible m the Vernacu- 
lar Russian, with the most iiberal of- 
fers of support and assistance. 

With sentiments of profound res- 
pect and gratitude to the Emperor of 
all the Russias, your Committee have 
only to rg omnes their hope, that in the 
increased happine ss of his subjects, in 
consequence ef that moral and reli- 
gious improvement which his Majesty 
is so anxiously labouring to promote, 
he will find an augmentation of his 
own. 

it may be further noticed, in this 
place, that his linpevial Majesty has 
honoured the Bibie Society in Finland 
with the assurance of his continued 
favour, and has encouraged its exer- 
tions in printing the quarto edition of 

the Finnish Bible, by the loan of a 
considerable sum, ( ee of interest for 
five years. ‘The Finnish Bible in Oc- 
tavo has been completed ; and the So- 
ciety in Finland is read enabled to 
commence the distribution of the 
Scriptures on an extensive scale. The 
highty respectable Bishop of Finland, 
as well as his Excellency, the Govern- 
or-General, have been unremitting in 
their exertions to promote the object 
of the Bible Society there, both by 
precept and example; and this Insti- 
tution has proved a real blessing to 
the inhabitants of that country. 

The following brief statement will 
exhibit the progress of the Russian Bi- 
ble Society, in printing the Holy Scrip- 
tures. ‘Phe number of copies which 
had issued from the press, at the peri- 
od of its ‘Third Anniversary, was 
87,100. The calculation for 1817, a- 
mounts to 69,000 copies, that for 1818, 
to 105,000; and it is hoped that this 
number will be increased, in propor- 
tion to the skill acquired in stereotype 
printing, and the demands for copies. 

The Holy Scriptures are now circu- 
lating in twenty-five different langua- 
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pes; and among the new dialects in 
which itis proposed to print them, are 
the following: a Turkish editon of 
the New ‘Testament in the Armenian 
character, for the use of the Armeni- 
aus, who read ouly ‘Turkish; a Wal- 
lachian Bibie, and a New ‘Testament, 
in ‘he Bu:garian,into which it ts to be 
trausiated It is also in contempla- 
tion o procure a Version of the New 
‘Testament into the dialects of the 
Burjats, (which is that of the Mongo- 
lian tribes in geneial,) at the particu- 
lar request of that people, accompa- 
nied by repeated subscriptions, 

Your Committee canuot conclude 
this branch of their Report, without 
adverting to two documents which 
have beeu published. ‘The first, a let- 
ter addressed to the President of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society by 
Prince Galitzin, which will be perused 
with sentiments of the highest esteein, 
veneration, and affection, { r the illus- 
trious witer. ‘The other, tue ad- 
dress of the Archbishop of Mos- 
cow, at its Third Anniversary, in 
which he displayed, in striking colors; 
“the wonderful love of God to 6ur 
generation, who, when infidelity, with 
all its train of iniquities, and wars, and 
confusion, and desolations, had di: lu- 
ged the land of Christendom with the 
blood of its inhabitants, was pleased, 
amid this awful scene of human woe, 
to raise up shining witnesses to the 
truth, by the establishment of Bible 
Societies in so many different nations, 
and tocrown their exertions with such 
distinguished success, in dissemina- 

ting the glorious Gospel of merey and 
peace.” 

Your Committee have now to notice 
a few miscellaneous articles of inform- 
ation, in the European Department of 
their Report. 

The situation of Malta has proved 
very convenient as a depot for the 
Scriptures, from which they have 
been extensively disseminated in va- 
rious languages. Copies of the Mod- 
ern Greek New Testament have been 
circulated by the Bishop of Janina a- 
mong his own people, and at Candia, 
Cyprus, Rhodes, and other places j 
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and many applications for ‘hem have 
been received by him, trom tlistant 
parts, “It never happeus,” says the 
Bishop, “ when we weet on the Sab 
bath ay in our place of worship, that 
we are notexcited to pray for the Bri- 
lish. and Foreign Bible Society, tat it 
may extend its: labours of jove.’’ 

Your Committee have to acknow- 
ledge their obligaiions to Admiral Sir 
Cha’s Penrose, Commander-in Chief 
in the Mediterranean, for his readiness 
to assist the dispersion of the Holy 
Scriptures among the Lonian Islands, 
and other places visited by the ships 
under his command. 

The attention of your Committee to 
supply the Danish Contingent at Va- 
lentiennes, with the Scriptures,through 
the ageney of their Chaplain, has been 
thankfully acknowledged by the Com- 
mander in Chief, his Highness. bred- 
erick Prince of Hesse, in the name 
and by the desire, of his Danish Ma- 
jesty. 

The information from Madeira, 
respecting the distribution of the Por- 
tuguese New Testament in that island, 
is very satisfactory. ‘The Roman 
Catholic: clergy there,. who, for tie 
most part, possess copies of it, so far 
from discountenaicing the civeula ‘jon 
of the New Testament,ercourage tie 
purchase of it; and much disappoint- 
ment has been frequently expressed 
by the imhabitants, that they.cannot 
obtain the whole bibie im theiz own 
language. 

A iarge assortment of Spanish and 
Ttalinn New Testaments has been sent 
to Gibraltar, for distributiem 

The transactions. in Americea,, as 
connected with the object of the Bri- 
tishh and Fo.eign Bible Seciety, have: 
ever been viewed by your Committee 
with peculiar interest. Itis therefore 
with no» smali satisfaction that they. 
are enabled to announce the estab- 
lishment of a General National Insti- 
tution, on that Continent, under the 


-~ @nomin: ition of “The American Bi- 


ble Sooiety.”” 

Your Committee cannot deny them= 
selv es the pleasure of quoting the fol- 
lowing extract, fom the Address of 


the American Society to the people of 
the United States, as expressive of 
sentiments which are equally recog- 
nized aad felt by the Members of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. 

‘* No spectacle cam be so illustrious 
in itself, so touching to man, or so 
grateful to God, a8 a nation pouring 

forth its devotion, its talents, and tts 
treasures, for that kingdom of the Sav- 
iour, which is righteousness and peace. 

‘* If there bea single measure which 
can over-rule objection, subdue oppo- 
sition, and command exertion; this ts 
the measure. 

“ That all our voices, all our affec- 
tions, and all our hands, should be 
joined in the grand. design of promot- 
ing “peace on earth, and good will- 
towar: { men ;” that they should resist 
the advauce of misery, should carry 
the light of instruction inte the do- 
minions of tgnorance, and the balm 
of joy to the soul of anguish, and all 
this by diffusing the oracles of Goa; 
addresses to the understanding an ar- 
gumeut which cannot be encountered, 
and to the heart an appeal which its 
holiest emnetions rise up to second. 

* Under sich impressions, and with 
such views, fathers, brethren,. fellow- 
citizens, the Amencan Bible Society 
has been formed.” 

Your Committee have had the plea- 
sure to offer to the new Hostitution a 
testimony of their esteem and good 
wishes, by a Donation of £000. 

Your Committee have further aided 
the operations of this National Institue 
tion, by the offer of a duplicate set of 
stereotype | plates for the French Bible, 
at prime cost, dividing the expence of 
the compesiiion between the two So- 
cieliess This offer has been thankful- 
ly accepted by the American Bible 
Society, as it will enable it immedinte- 
ly to supply the numerous French in- 
habitants, of that: Continent, with the 
whole Bible in their vernacular tongue. 

The aecession of the American Bi- 
ble Societies, as-Auxiliaries to the Na- 
tional Saciety, is considerable and in- 
creasing; the number, within eiglit 
months after its foundation, amounted 
to seventy.—(Now H3.) 
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The following brief statement, from 
the Committee of the Louisiana Bible 
Society, will be heard with interest. 

“¢ Numerous applications have been 
made for Bibles, by the free people of 
colour; the Catholics, even the strict- 
est of them, are willing, with scarcely 
an exception, to receive and read the 
Bible. The Spanish inhabitants have 
been remarkably pleased by obtaining 
the New Testament in their native 
language, aud have received it with 
demonstrations of joy; and some 
slaves, who were able te read, have 
been gratified with copies. 

“The first 1000 Spanish Testa- 
ments, furnished to the above Society, 
by the British and Fereigu Bible Soci- 
ety, were just distributed as thesecond 
donation of the like number arrived. 

Your Committee, upon receiving 
this information, immediately ordered 
a further supply of 1@00 copies to be 
placed at the disposal of the Commit- 
tee of the Louisiana Bible Society. 

Your Committee, in concluding the 
division of their Report, have only to 
express their cordial esteem for the 
sister Institution in America, with an 
assurance, that the members of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society will 
ever most cordially rejoice in its suc- 
CESS. (Lo be continued. ) 





Extracts of Correspondence. 

From the Rev. B. Dickson, Secretary to 

the Edinburgh Missionary Society. 

West Kirk, Edinburgh, April 22,1817. 

The Directors can never forget, 
that it was owing to the aid afforded 
them by the British and Fore:gt Bible 
Society, that they were enabied to 
print the Turkish Tartar New Testa- 
ment at Karass; and cannot, there- 
fore but view your Committee as hav- 
ing been instrumental in proving this 
best of all gifts for the numerous indi- 
viduals, Mahomedans, Heathers, Ar- 
menians, Greeks, and Jews; ameng 
whan it has already been distributed 
throughout a vast extent of country, 
till then almost wholly unilluminated 
by a singie ray of divine truth. 
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The inteliigence which the Direct- 
ors have lately received from the Cri- 
mea in particular, so immediately fol- 
lowing the peculiarly interesting ac- 
counts of Mr. Pinkerton’s visit to that 
peninsula, is such as to lead to anti- 
Cipatons the most animating and de- 
lightful. Mr. Paterson, (Missionary 
at Karas) spent the most of the month 
of June there, and, wherever he went, 
whether to cities, towns, or villages, or 
to the residence of the Tartars in the 
more open places of the country, the 
reception which he, and the object of 
his visit, the distribution of copies of 
the New ‘Tesiament, met with, were 
the same. ‘The interest, as well as 
readiness, with which every class of 
the population, and of every different 
religion, received copies and read 
them, and with which they listened to 
Mr. Paterson’s explanations of Chris- 
tian doctrine; and the regret which 
they expressed when he had no more 
copies to give away, and was obliged 
toseparate from them, he describes 
as having perpetually excited his grat- 
itude; and called forth his praise ta 
that God whose precious revelation hé * 
was communicating to them. Though 
bis health suffered considerably dur- 
ing his journey, his spirils were con- 
tinually revived by the scenes present- 
edto him. Wherever he halted, he 
was surrounded by multitudes of peo- 
ple, pressing with eagerness for copies 
of the word of Life ; disappointed if 
their wishes were not instantly compli- 
ed with, and not to be repulsed till 
they gained the object which they had 
in view. Sometimes from the top of 
the cart.on which he rode in the mar- 
ket places of the towns, or in the midst 
of an open place, he would siand for 
hours together, talking to the listening 
and wondering people, concerning the 
great truths centained in the Sacred 
Volume, which he was about to pat 
into their hands. At other times, he 
would sit in the midst of a group at 
the foot of a tree, and read to them 
portions of the Scriptures, unfolding 
their meaning as he went along; ad- 
dressing them on the value of their 
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souls; or replying to ibe questions 
and objections, wh» ch were suggesed 
to thew by) what be said.

From Letters addressed to a Roman 
Catholic Clergyman, by a Clergyman 
of the same Church. Feb. 20, 1817. 


To the glory of God, we are con- 
strained to say, that many read the 
word of God with joy, and derive from 
it, according to the ineasure of their 
understanding, comfort and encou- 
ragement, so as to excite in others, 
both in and out of our parish, to em- 
ulation. Several heads of families 
have declared, that they could not now 
live without the Gospel. People come 
from neighbouring towns aud villages, 
to fetch New Testaments; and we 
confidently hope, that the word of God 
will, at last, leaven the whole lump. 

The following anecdote may serve 
to illustrate its effect : 

About three months ago, a man, 
whose name is Anthony S., came from 
a neighbouring parish, en a yisit to a 
family here, where a pious young wo- 
man of twenty, named J)ancisca, used 
to read the New Testament to the rest. 
Antony listened also, butlaugted, and 
derided it. Afier some time, he paid 
another visit, heard again, but scoffed 
and blasphemed, particularly at the 
passage, John iii. 16. Perceiving that 
the young reader rose much-grieved, 
and shut up the book, he said, “I beg 

















-your pardon, I did not mean to offend 
you; but 1 do not believe either in 
this Book, or in the Priest’s ; the whole 
is a lie,” &c. (Isa. lix. 20.) -Franeis- 
ca answered,in a solemn Lone, “ You 
do not offend me, but God; whoever 
offends this Beok, offends-God him- 
self; for, itis the werd of God. But 
that you may not so still more griev- 

ously, lwill- go away.” (Matt. vii. 6.) 
She took the New Testament, went 
into her closet, full-of sorrow, wept, 
and prayed, “ Lord, lay ttnot to his 
charge, but graciously‘open bis eyes.” 
Antony went away, but cou'd not get 
the New Testament out-of his mind, 
either by day or-by night. Once, a- 
waking out of a dream, it suddenly 
struck like lightning into his soul: 
“What have | done? I have uttered 
blasphemies against the word of God !” 
His cowscience was roused; he had no 
rest, and determined to return, beg 
pardon, and recant. ‘This he did, the 
very next Saturday. The first person 
whom he met, was e rencisca, whom 
he asked, whether she sti! ha d ‘the 
New Testament; “ ¥es,” answered 
she, “but not for you.” Antony, the 
man who had for merly been so hard- 
ened, now, began, in the most aflect- 
ing mamner, with tears, to ask pardon 
for his profaneness, and told her how 
the Lord had convinced him of his 
sin. Francisca: gave him her New 
Testament, in which he read for days 
togetiier. Soon afier he came asa 
heavy laden sinner to us; and that 
very passage which he had ridiculed, 
became the balm to his wounds, and 
the solace of his troubled heart.

First Circular Letter of the Correspond- 
ing Committee of the Church Mission- 
ary Society in Calcutta. 


This letter will convey a general view of 
the Society’s Mission in the North of India. 
Pians so well caleulated to improve and en- 
large the native mind, will meet the appro- 


bation of ail who pray for the salvation of 


ihe heathen. 


The Committee, formedin Calcutta 
as 2n auxiliary, to promote the ob-

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jects of the Church Missionary Socie- 
ty, circulate among the friends of that 
Institution the following brief state- 
ment of their engagements and plarts. 
As the funds with which they are en- 
trusted have been lately increased so 
as to enablethem to extend their ope- 
rations, and-new scenes of labour are 
opening upon them winch require 
new exertions, they are anxious that 
their Ps roceedings should be genera! ily 
known; in order that all, who approve 
of their plans, and who wish to co-op- 
erate with the Church Missionary So- 
ciety in India, may be excited to give 
aid, by their contributions, their coun- 
ses, and their prayers 

In the present outline the Commit- 
tee will follow the obvious distribution 
of Missionary jabeur into its three 
branches, of Schools, Tracts, and Mis- 
sionary Establishments. 

1. The establishment of scnoots is 
of itself a departinent of extensive and 
growing importance. It is difficult to 


appreciate the benefits which might’ 


be conferred on the Natives by a num- 


ber of good schools diffused through ; 


the country. “The Comunittee’s first 
attention was naturally directed to this 
quarter. Assured that reformation is 
most wisely attempted by the instruc- 
tion of youth, they have been care- 
ful to establish schools, according to 
their means and opportunities. A 
large part of their funds is appropria- 
ted to the-support of Schools at Agra, 
Meertt, Chunar, Burdwan, and Kid-° 
derpoor. In these Schools, masters 
are einployed to teach both the Euro- 
pean and Native Languages. The 
Committee wish to enlarge their la- 
bours -in this department; and will 
gladly do so, if the liberality of the 
public shall enable them. 

Of the places. above mentioned, they 
have— 

At'Agra—two Schools, under the 
care of Abdool Messeeh : 

At Meerut—one, Reverend Mr. 
Fisher : 

At Chunar—three, Mr. Bowley: 

At Burdwan—two, Lieutenant Ste- 
art :

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At Kidderpoor—two, Reverend Mr. 
Greenwood. 

The children under instruction in 
these schools are about 500. 

2. In the department of rracts, the 
objects of the Committee will be, to 
prepare and to print such books as 
may be necessary, to supply the 
Schoolsand Churches of Native Chris- 
tians, or to distribute amongst the 
Natives in general ; such as, Extracts 
from the Scriptures, Prayer Books, 
Catechisms, Spelling- Books, ‘Tracts on 
the Evidences of Christianity, &c. 

They have printed an edition of Ex- 
tractsfrom the Common- Prayer Book 
in Hindoostanee, and the Epistle to 
the Romans in the same language, 
which have been found of great use at 
Agra, Chunar, and elsewhere ; and 
a small Catechism, adapted to the 
Native Schools and Catechumens. 

The Committee earnestly invite all 
those who are practically acquainted 
with Native Schools, to furnish them 
with such remarks as may occur in 
the course of their labours, tending to 
facilitate the communication of useful 
knowledge. ‘The difficulty ef con- 
ducting ative Schools with success, 
can only be appreciated by those who 
have fairly attempted it. 

The Committee cannot but enter- 
tain a hope, too, that some of their 
friends may possess sufficient leisure 
to undertake the labour of composing 
or compiling Bovks of Instruction ; 
to be contributed to the general stock, 
translated into the various languages, 
and then introduced into the Schools, 
or circulated for general use. In the 
very arduous attempt to diffuse know}- 
edge among a large mass of benighted 
people, no extensive good can be hop- 
ed for, without the concurrent labours 
of many. Let all who desire to pro- 
mote the best interests of their fellow- 
creatures, contribute their mite ef la- 
bour and experience. 

3. In adverting to the department 
of MISSIONARIES, the Committee have 
greal pleasure in reporting the com- 
mencement of a Missionary establish- 
ment at Garden Reach. An estate 


of 12,000 rupees, in the purchase of 
which they have been actuated by the 
vicinity of the spot to their Kidder- 
poor School; by its situation also near, 
several large Nate villages, in a 
quarter yet uneccupvied by Missiona- 
ries; and by the facility with whicls 
it can be visited by the Committee, 
being onthe same side of the river, 
and little more than four miles from 
Calcutta. 

‘!'wo Missionaries sent out by the 
Church Missionary Seciety have been 
received into the Mission House dur- 
ing the last year, the Rev. Messrs. 
Greenwood aud Schroeter, The for- 
mer is an English Clergyman. ‘The 
latter is a Lutheran Minister, received 
by the Church Missionary Society 
fro:a the seminary at Berlin, and ed- 
ucated in Englaud. 

The Rev. Mr. Greenwood at. pres- 
ent occupies the House, having under 
his charge the School at Kidderpoor, 
and also a class of Hindoostanee child- 
ren, clothed and educated by the 
Committee. The Committee cannot 
but regard this Infant Establishment 
as the beginning of an enlarged plan 
of operations for the benefit of the 
Natives. They look forward to an 
accession of labourers from England ; 
and hope to see the neighbourhood of 
their - Mission House well supplied 
from the Establishment of Kidderpoor 
with efficient Teachers. They would 
speak with moderation, however, 
even of their hopes ; as they are sen- 
sible of the many obstacles which op- 
pose plans of this nature, and how 
necessary it is to proceed with the ut- 
most caution and circumspection in 
all their movements. 

The Rev. Myr. Schreeter, the other 
Missionary, has been lately removed 
by the Committee to the borders of 
the country towards Nepaul; a place 
which seemed to offer a desirable 
sphere of Missionary exertion. 

Having mentioned their European 
Missionaries, the Committee have next 
to report the continuance of their 
faithful reader, Abdool Messeeh, in 
health and active labour at Agra. The 


bas been purchased there for the sum journals ef Abdool, which have been 
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pirculated during the last two years, 
bear ample testimony to his zeal and 
prudence in the service of Him whose 
name he bears, as well as to the suc- 
cess with which it hath pleased Gop 
to bless his labours. It was to be ex- 
pected, that, afer the departure of its 
friend and father, the Rev. Mr. Corrie, 
the infant Mission at Agra, shouid 
droop. Every ove, conversant with 
the Native character and the influ 
eice of av Luropean Superintenant, 
will easily eonceive, that even such a 
man as Abdool must have sorely feit 
the loss:of such a guide, and coun- 
sellor, vand patron, as Mr. Corrie. 
When Mr. Corvie ieft India for the 
benefit of -his bealth, sensibie of the 
datigers.to which an unprotected Na- 
tive tleek must be exposed, he used 
the wise precaution of distributing the 
more dearned and efficient members 
of the Church in different parts of the 
country, as Readers, and School mas- 
ters, and Meoushees, under the pat- 
rouage of such) fmends as were dis- 
posed to take charge of then; so that 
the Native Christian Society at Agra 
may be said to have been, in a man- 
ner, broken up at his departure, ‘The 
Committee, however, reeard with 
great thankfulness, that the reports 
from that place, through a zealous 
friend aud correpondent, lately sta- 
tioned at Agra, and actively employed 
in superintending the Schools there, 
afford the best hopes that the Gospel 
is not preached in vain. Abdool con- 
tinues to bear a faithful testimony to 
the truth, and to watch over the littie 
flock committed to his charge. 

Mr. Bowley, formerly stationed at 
Agra, has been for the last eighteen 
ionths usefully employed by the Com- 
mittee at Chunar. He is an indefati- 
gable Catechist and Reader ; and con- 
tinues the same simple, steady, labo- 
rious course, which is so apparent in 
the Journals recently distributed a- 
mongst the subscribers to the Church 
Mission. 

in addition to the readers above 
mentioned, the Committee also employ 
Auanderaya, a converted Brahmin ; 
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who preaches to his countrymen in the 
neighbourhood of Vizagapaiam, and 
has been an useful assistant in the Te- 
linga Schoois 

From the above statement it will be 
seen, that, in whatever manner Mis- 
siunary work may be promoted, whe- 
ther by Schvois, or Tracts, or Readers, 
ov Missionaries, whether by European 
or Native lustruments, the Committee 
are happy to avail themselves of eve- 
ry Opening, to adopt every wise expe- 
dient, and to meet every demand as 
far as their circumstances will admit, 
Establishments of this nature cannot, 
however, be suitably maintained, still 
less can they be enlarged, without 
liberal aid from the public. ‘Their 
present engagements are supported 
gartly by an annual grant of £1500 
from the Church Missionary Society 
at home, and partly by monthly sub- 
scriptions in India. ‘The amount of 
the latter scarcely avarages 200 rupees 
per month. The growing prospects 
of labour demand more extended con- 
tributions ; artd the Committee earn 
estly invite their friends to assist 
them in this good cause. 


They are peculiarly solicitous to” 


extend their efforts in Education, and 
propose to obtain from England ar 
ordained Soliool-Master, to be main- 
tained by the funds of the Society. A 
well conducted School, according to 
the principles of the Church of Eng- 
laud, is greatly wanted; and would 
not only render effectual service to 
the funds of the Mission, but would 
be the means of raising up labousers, 
who may hereafter be distributed ad- 
vantageously in the country. 

After this brief sketch of their pro- 
ceedings and views, the Committee 
now entrust the important cause to 
the liberality of their friends and ther 
blessing of God.

RELIGIOUS TRACTS, 

The following method of distributing 
Tracts, adopted by an Auciliary 1 ‘act 
Society in Liverpool, is worthy of im- 
atulion. 

Extract from the Report. 

From the charge laid spon them at 
the last Anniversary, your Committee 
Jost no time, but proceeded at once to 
look out for channels in which to cir- 
culate the streains of your bounty. 
The borough jail was amongst the first 
of these channels: and when the leis- 
ure and character of its unhappy in- 
mates were taken into account, it was 
thought proper to furnish them with 
bound seis of the Tracts: accordingly 
two copies of the entire publications 
of the Society are now’in the hands of 
the debtors, and one copy, besides sin- 
gie Tracts, amongst the felons. This 
measure cannot fail to meet with your 
cordial approbation, since every one 
mist be aware that the legal measures 
of the executive, however well intend- 
ed, bave not that moral tendency which 
improves those they imprison. They 
require to be salted with something 
more spiritual than /aw, in order to 
prove saiutarv tothe lawless. In bring- 
ing, therefore, the solemnities of eter- 
mity to bear along with the sanctions 
of jurisprudence , you are aiding at 
once the cause of God and of the coun- 

7V3 enthroning patriotism upon the 
high sympathies of religious zeal, and 
expressing, in one act, loyalty to the 
king, and “to the King eternal.” 

“Your Committee had bound sets 
of their Religious Tracts, (in six vol- 
umes,) placed in the cabins of the 
Dublin and Newry Packets, in the 
Steam Packets upon the Mersey, and 
in the Wigan Canal Boats. 

The Committee are happy to in- 
form this meeting, that the Captains 
of the Dublin Packets have kindly en- 
gaged to circulate Tracts amonest 
their 7. ssengers, and are now employ- 
ed in doing “ business for us in the 
great waters.” 

The Committee have found mich 
pleasure in circulating Tracts amongst 
the houseless seamen, amongst the 
market people, and about the docks. 


They have also found a valuable aux. - 


iliary ina recently for med Society for 
visi ing the sick and the poor. Some 
of the Visitors enter fully into your 
views, and will render their Society 
the medium of conveying the healing 
leaves of the tree of life to the forlorn 
and destitute. 

Your Cominittee have only to add, 
that upwards of 13,300 Tracts have 
beer circulated by them in the course 
ef the past year. 

We are aware that to some it will 
appear strange to lay so much stress 
upon Tracts. Engines apparently in- 
significant are not likely to commend 
themselves as effective means of use- 


fulness. And as men in general judge 


from appearances, many will suppose 
that Tracts are as low in the scale of 
means, as they are i the seale of no- 
ney. Looking at their puny body, 
and not at their powerful spirit, they 
come thus to be underrated. 

But were your Committee allowed, 
they do not think it impossible to prove 
that Tract Societies: form @ new era 
in the history of knowledge and of 
faith. 

Whilst religious instruction was con- 
fined to folios and quartos; whilst it 
existed only in bodies of divimty and 
grees a dissertations on Morals, books 

ere too dear to be purchased, and too 
lon to be read generally ; the conse- 
quence was, that knowledge was a 
fountain sealed to that part of the 
community who needed it most. Pifty 
years ago, an auther would have been 
ashamed of a book in behalf of Chris- 
lianity, which was not as heavy as bis 
writing desk; but now “we are not 
ashamed of the day of small things,” 
because it is the day of great effects, 
and bearing successfu iy upon that 
class who oat digest folios, nor fol- 
low out logical | demonstrations. And 
As this class is too numerous to be neg- 
lected, we cannot do better than fur- 
nish them wth such food as they can 
bear; and thus we shall pave the way 
for the use of strong meat: for expe- 
rience has proved, that Tracts should 
have been frst, and folios /ast, in the 
discipline of the public mind. Aud 
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duis discovery, though late, is not too’ 
late to be useful. Upon such grounds, 
therefore, your Committee account 
for their opimons and then practices 
yi regard to Religious ‘Tracts.

Notwithstanding the tempestuous- 
ness of the evening, a numerous and 


highly respectable audience assem- 
bled at an early hour, among whom 
we recognized with peculiar pleasure, 
the Rev. Mr. Mortimer, Rev. Dr. Ma- 
son, Rev. Dr. Romeyn, Rev. Mr. Ma- 
wor, Rev. Mr. Jones, Rev. Mr. 
M’Leop, General CLarkson, Ist Vice 
President of the American Bible Soci- 
ety, and many of the Directors of that 
institution. Indisposition in the fam- 
ily of the President preventing his at- 


tendance, Mr. Franers Haus, one of 


the Vice Presidents, took the Chair. 

The business of the evening was in- 
troduced with the reading of a portion 
of the Holy Scriptures, by the Rev. 
Mr. Milnor, The annual Report of 
the Beard of Directors was then read, 
from which it appears that upwards 
of eight hundred dollars had ‘been dis- 
witbuted during the past year, in Bi- 
bles and Testaments ; some in Eng- 
lish and some in French ; that a con- 
siderable portion of them had found 
their way into the Sunday Schools, 
and that the exertions of. the Board 
had exhansted the funds of the So- 
ciety. 

After the report was read, the Rev. 
Dr. Romeyn rose, and prefaced the 
motion he was about to make, by 
some striking and appropriate com- 
meuts ou the nature of the association ; 
its necessity and its utility. He no 
ticed the influence the Bible has exer- 
eised in raising woman from the de- 
graded station she formerly held to 
her present elevation, as our solace tn 
sorrow, and partner in joy; as the 
rallying point.in virtue, and the incen- 
tive to the fulfillment of our social and 
political duties —The Rev. Speaker 
next adverted to the death of Josias 
H. Coggeshall, squire, late our first 
Vice President, and closed by moving 
that the Report be accepted and that 
500 copies be printed for distribution. 
The motion was seconded by the 
Rev. Mr. M’Leod, in a short but so- 


lemn appeal ; and was unanimously 
adopted. 

Dr. Romeyn then moved that the 
thanks of the Society be presented to 
the Board of Directors for their atten- 


tion, during the past year, to the gp. 
jects and interests of the Society. — 
He preceded his motion by some con. 
gratulatory expressions on the de. 
lightful spectacle then exhibited, of 
Christians of different persuasions, 
assembled for the same object, and 
combining to promote the great cause ; 
the distribution of the Bible. Frank. 
ly avowing his own seutiments, he ab- 
jured every idea of intolerance as per- 
nicious to the cause he espoused, and 
as insulting to the Being he reveren- 
eed. 
This motion was seconded by the 
Rev. Dr. Mason, whose address was 
full of energy aud precision of ex- 
pression He pourtrayed the instru- 
mentality of Ged’s Providence in make 
ing the march of man to virtue and 
happiness commensurate with his re- 
gard to the Bible—He sketched the 
great historical zeras of religious dark- 
ness and light, and gave in full relief 
the importance of man’s exertions, 
when employing his own instruments 
—idolatry—fanaticism— PriLosopuy. 
He then adverted to ihe pestilence dif- 
fused by the French Revolution, and 
presented the miraculous phenome- 
non recently exhibited in Europe, of 
a continent rearing itself from amidst 
the pollution of the vilest irreligion, 
and exhibiting, as in the twinkling of 
an eye, an iinmense moral machinery 
to diffuse that Bible it contemned, and 
those doctrines it tramoled-upon. He 
compared with beauty and emphasis, 
that stupendous machinery and its 
component parts, to the he art and ar- 
teries of the human body, alternately 
imparting and recovering life, blood 
and vigor ; creating a God-like har- 
mony to shake the corruptions of the 
whole, and to regenerate it.—We 
could dilate—suflice it however, to 
say, that we pity the heart that was 


not warmed, and the mind that was * 


not stimulated by his eloquence. 

Tbe motion was unanimously adopt- 
ed. Acollection was then made, and

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A Letter from the Rev. (Mrs hein, 

Missiunuty in Georgia, to the di 

of the Boston ; ye 

Hi ashington, Geo. Oct. 14, 1817. 

My pear Frienp—Ere this, you have 
doubtless heard ‘Of the fatal sickness 
vhich has spread its ravages through 
this part of our country. Tt isindeed 
a time of weeping and lamentation a- 
mong us. ‘Fhe hand of death has 
snatched from us many of our most 
useful citizens. The immense rains 
which fell during the summer months, 
preduced many stagnant pools, and a 
very luxuriant vegetable growth ;— 
these being acted upon by the dry 
and scorching autumual sun, prepared 
the way for the prevalence of billious 
fevers of the most malignant kind. 
Charleston, Beaufort, Camden, Au- 
gusta, and Louisville, have been the 
most severely visited by sickness. But 
the fever has not confined itself to ci- 
ties; many of the lower and upper 
counties in this State have suffered 
much from its ravages. It has been 
most fatal to people who have lately 
come from the North.—Several young 
men of this class have fallen victims to 
the destroyer in Augusta and Louis. 
ville. On the 19th of Sept. we were 
called to pay our last respects to the 
remains of Miss E.rera Srorrs, an 
assistant teacher in Mount Zion In- 
stitution. This much lamented young 
lady eame out with the Rev. Mr. Br- 
nan, the Rector of the Institution, in 
the fall of 1816, and took the charge of 
his female department ; which station 
she continued to fill with much satis- 
faction to her employer and pupils, 
until the hand of disease was laid up- 
on her. Early in life, she devoted 
herself to the serviee of her Lord and 
Master. In exchanging the dear cir- 
ele of her relatives and friends, for a 
few years residence in this distant 
clime, she had no other inducement 
than that ef building up the Redeem- 
er’s kingdom. To this object she was 
supremely devoted. By her frindly 
counsels, fervent prayers, and flo 
tears, she laboured to awaken inthe 
young and tender minds of her papils, 
a just sense of the importance “of an

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interest in the merits of a crucified Sa- 
viour. The success of her labours 
which had been continnedfor about 
nine months was highly encouraging. 
But in the mist of all her flattering 
prospects she was arrested by the pale 
messinger. Mysterious are the ways 
of Providence. Onceimore have we 
been targhit, that the Lord’s® ways are 
not asour ways, nor histhoughts as our 
thoughts.” 

Fier last illness which was long and 
painful, our departed friend bore with 
Christian resignation. From itscon 
mencement, she was impressed with 
an idea that it would be: her last, and 
consequently directed her thoughts to 
Him who has promised to be with his 
followers “ even to the end.” Here 
she found consolation. She convers- 
ed frequently and calmly on the sub- 
ject of death, was much concerned 
and much'in prayer for her dear pu- 
pils ; retained her reason until the 
last, and died in the full possession of 
that'blessed hope, which is an anchor 
to the soul, sure and steadfast. About 
two weeks after the death of Miss 
Storrs, we were again clothed in-sack- 
cloth at the melancholy tidings of the 
deathvof Dr. Frxiey, President of the 
University of Georgia. The particu- 
lars of the death of this worthy man, 
vou probably have reeeived. He died 
on the 3d inst. after a lingering iliness 
of about three weeks. No death was 
ever more deeply felt, or more general- 
ly lamenvedin this region than this- 
To this State the loss seems irrepara- 
ble. ‘Phe suceess which attended the 
few months of his presidency, gave us 
the most animating hope, that Provi- 
dence had designed him as an eminent 
instrument’ for advancing the literary 
and religious state of Georgia. His 
plans of eperation were laid with 
much skill, and execyied with a zeal 
highly becoming a man in so impor- 
tant a station. It was im a tour 
through the lower counties for the pur- 

of soliciting donations, te pro- 
cure’a library for the College, that he 
took the seeds of the disease which 
terminated his. valuable life. A dark 
cloud now hangs over the atfairs of the 
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Seminary ; but we hope 1 will soon 
be succeded by aclearer sky. We know 
that He whose “ kingdom ruleth over 
ali,” will perfect bis own work, in his 
own time and in his own manner. 

The rising state of literature in this 
country no doubt will induce the board 
to renew their exertions for the pros- 
perity of their rising seminary, in se- 
lecting another man without delay, to 
fi'l the important station now left va- 
cant. 

The present state of literature in 
Georgia is highly encouraging. Mueh 
has been done within a few years past 
for the education of youth. It has 
been a principle object with me, in 
my travels through the State, to visit 
such schoo's and academies as lay in 
my way, and the result has been high- 
ly gratifying. Mount Zion Lustitution 
under the care of the Rev. Mr. Be- 
man, has at present 160 students. Ten 
or twelve of these have entered upon 
such studies as are pursued in the 
northern colleges.—About thirty five 
are advancing in a course preparato- 
ry to this department, the remainder 
are pursuing such English studies as 
are calculated to fit them for the com- 
mon employment of life. Powelton 
Acadeniy, Mr. [ra Ingraham, Rector, 
is ina flourishing state. Its present 
number of students is I believe about 
125. In the female department of 
this seminary, Miss Stebbins, recenily 
from Boston, has been highly useful. 
In Etonton, Putnam county, there is 
a flonrishing Academy under the di- 
rection of Mr. Church; number of 
students about the same as at Powel- 
ton. In Washington, Wilke’s county, 
Mr. Orson Douglas has a rising semi- 
nary of about 100 students under his 
care. ‘The three last young men are 
graduates of Middlebury College, Ver- 
mont, and are .preparing for the gos- 
pel ministry. There are several! other 
Academies of note in the different 
parts of the State with which [am not 
so well acquainted. Numbers in the 
upper Country are just coming into op- 
eration. There is a great call for 
qualified iustructors. ‘Those that are 


competent to ugite preaching with 
teaching, are generally preferred.—

Wish vespect to the progress of re. 
ligion in ts country, T am sorry | 
cuunol speak as tavuurabie.

ers have it occasionally. Some exer- 
tions however have recentiy been 
made to remedy this evil. ihe Hope- 
weli Presbytery have taken measures 
to employ an linerant preacher with. 
in their bounds. © A society of ladies 
in Savannah, | am informed, are a- 
bout lo send out a missionary to ride 
in the interior of the State, during the 
present season. Gut I fear that these 
good exertions will be much retarded 
on account of the difficulty of obtain- 
ing suitable laborers. Our Baptist 
and Methodist brethren deserve much 
credit for their aunwearied exertions to 
disseminate ihe gospel, but after all- 
“much ground remains to be posses- 
sed.” We do not despair of the ul- 
timate succees of the gospel through- 
out this southern portion of our coun- 
trv. Ye are much encouraged by 
the formation of a number of benevo- 
lent societies in different segtions ot 
the state. Bible Societies have re- 
cently been formed in Waynesboro’, 
Louisville, and Lexingion. ‘Tract So- 
cieties have also been formed in the 
two first mentioned places, and also 
in Augusia, Washington, and Mount 
Zion. Sunday Schools have been es- 
tablished during the past season, in 
Savaunah and Augusia. The iniab- 
iiants of Liberty county, have lately 
instituted regular free scioots hrough- 
out their county. And what is very 
pleasing to state, a number of ladies 
in this county, have formed a Seciety 
auxiliary to the American Society, 
for-educa ing pious young men for the 
gospel ministry. Between two and 
three hundred dollars have been col- 
lected by their diligent efiorts for this 
benevolent object. ‘hese things in- 
spire the hope that the night is far 
spent and that the day isat hand. O 
that the Lord would grant us a few

OBITUARY. 

Died—At Paris, N. ¥. on the Tth Oct 
the Rev. Lliphatet Stecie, senior pastor oi 
th Church in that plice, aged 75 years, 
iu the 40:n year of bis minisiry. Ue was 
born in West ciaritord, Von. July 6, 1742. 
Was early desizgaed by his pareuts, and vy 
his own hopes ami profession, to the sacred 
misry. tle was graduated at New ca- 
ven College in 1764. From this time to 
his settlement in vhe minisiry, he met with 
much emvarrassment for che want of healch. 
It however pleased God to opena dooz 
for his siated Jabers in Egremont, Mass. 
where he was ordained 1770. He commen: 
ced with favorable prospecis, and in twen- 
ty-four y@ars closed wiih entire discourage- 
ment. At Paris, the sc-ne was reversed. 
He commenced with not the most promisiug 
aspeci; but succeeded in bebolding much 
ot the pleasure of the Lord prosper in his 
hands. He was installed July 15, 1795. 
Here he wiinesséd ihree revivals of reli- 
gion. From the truit of these revivals, 179 
persons were added tu the chureh. Besides 
this number, there were other frequen: ad- 
ditions, which rendered the number ot pro- 
fessions during ins ministry at Paris 275. 
As he drew near his.depar.ure, his tanh d.s- 
pelled every cloud. ite often expressed 
his desire to meet the final summons. As 
he fel: che cold band of death he smiled ant 
triumphed. He exclaimed, ** l am comiort- 
ably vyyng—death has no siing’—and ‘hus 
calmly fell asleep in Jesus.
